AUSTRIAN DOCTOR AND

ULTIMATUM TO GOVERNMLNT 
The contlict that has continued for many 
weeks between the Austrian dispensary 
doctoré-and the Government has now Teached 
a crisis, In the course of the dispute all. the 
other Austrian doctors have taken their place 
beside the dispensary doctors. The matter 
was discussed by the Ministry on last Thurs- 
day, but with no satisfactory result. The 
doctors demand that an incontie limit shou!d 
be fixed for persons visiting the dispensary. 
At present the general directors of a bank, as 
well as the porter, the>postman and the 
general secretary to thé Post Office are 
equaily entitled to call upon the assistance 
of the dispensary. and 4hus private doctors 
are losing the greater part of their practice. 
On last Sunday a meeting of the Austrian 
Medical Association was summoned to discuss 
the subject, and it was attended by professors 
of medicine and surgery, as well as by newly- 
fledged doctors. The result of the meeting is 
not vet known, but the doctors are deter- 
mincd to alter conditions, and, if necessary, 
to take drastic measure at their

Mr. R. Morrison, who moved a new Clause 
to the Bill, with this object in view, found 
little that was new to say on the subject. 
As on previous occasions when a like amend- 
ment was moved, the chief argument ad- 
vanced was that it was exceedingly difficult, 
if not impossible, to draw the line between 
cowardice and bravery, and that the death 
penalty should be imposed only in cases of 
treachery and desertion to the enemy. 

The mover told a story to illustrate his 
pe It was decided in the case of a 
vattery of Field Artillery to give the Military 
Medal to one of the rank and file, to be 
selected by the men themselves. The diffi- 
culty was to make a choice, so the device of 
drawing the lucky number from a 
hat was resorted to. The winning number 
was drawn by the cook, who was at the pre- 
sent moment swanking about the country, the 
proud possessor of the Military Medal which 
he won in a raffle. 

Mr. Macpherson ventured to ask what 
alternative to the deata penalty supporters cf 
the amendment had in mind, but to this 
there was no immediate response, and from 
the speeches of other Labour members it 
would appear vhat they were prepared to 
leave the War Office to supply its own alter- 


native. 
A REMOTE POSSIBILITY. 

Mr. Groves cited the case of a man from 
his own Conslitiency who had suffered the 
death ponalty in the war.

He agreed that it 
was very difficult to judge between cowardice 
and an, attack of nerves. and he would rather 
see a thousand cowards go free than that one 
brave man should die the death of a coward 
at the hands of his fellew men. 

Captain King, speaking for the War Office, 
said that it was considered necessary to retain 
the death penalty as a final deterrent. In 
every case, however, lesser punishment might 
be inflicted at the discretion of the authorities.

The Archbishop of Canterbury, in a 

e Are 0 terbury, in opening 
the proceedings, said ;—We desire, in the 
twentieth century, to give to the people of 
rs? á Book of Common Prayer enriched 
and adapted to the needs of contemporary 
life, with its new conditions and sympathies, 
and its new aspifations and endeavours. 

Emphatically, it must be a Book which re- 
tains the priceless treasure of the old Book, 
and does not break with the habits and forms 
of worship endeared to generations. 

The Book must continue to serve beyond 
all doubt the distinctive character which 
marks the Church of England, Catholic and 
Reformed, and be capable of being happily 
used by devout worshippers belonging to eac 
group or section of really loyal Anglican 
Churchmen.. I believe that the k as it is 
pow presented has that character and city. 
It is my deliberate conviction that, taken as 
a whole, the Book presented to you to-day is 
fit to serve as a bond of unity for genera- 
tions of Anglican Churchmen. It repre- 
sents, speaking largely, the considered judg- 
ment of the whole diocesan Episcopate of 
England. I am not so presumptuous as to 
claim Divine approval for every decision to 
which we came, but I am bold to say that 
the decisions were reached by men who did 
not shrink from the distinctive responsibility 
which in the Church’s order belongs to the 
office we hold. 

The Bishop of Norwich (Dr. Pollock) sug- 
gisted that the measure should be thrown 
out. ‘This bock will not bring peace,” he 
declared. ‘‘ Authorised divergencies will not 
unite. They are actually intended to divide, 
making the plan of our one National Church 
to look like an ecclesiastical chessboard.

AMENDING LEGISLATION ASKED. 
Mr. W. H. Rattenbury (United Distilleries, 
Ltd.), who presided at the monthly meeting, 
in Belfast, of the Ulster Anti-Prohibition 
Council, said that Lord Craigavon’s letter t« 
the Rev. Dr. Bingham would, they trusted, 
have a salutary effect on the small, but 
noisy crowd of amateur politicians who had 
been agitating so vociferously for ‘‘ local 
option in 1929.” Most of them had no doubt 
that, in his Newry speech, the Prime Minister 
meant precisely what he said, but it was 
satisfactory to have this confirmed with a 
plain statement -f the reasons which caused 
him to reach his decision. 

Mr. Chester Nugent (J. ar ' J. McConnell, 
Ltd.), said that one of the most surprising 
aspects of the modern prohibition movement 
was the fact that. it had bred up a race of 
ministers of religion who, in pursuance of 
their extreme theories, were absolutely un- 
scrupulous in their methods and disregardful 
of the truth. 

Referring to what he described as the un- 
edifying cleavage in the Presbyterian Church 
on the local option question, as evidenced 
by the wholesale divergence of opinion in 
the recent annual meetings of the various 
Presbyteries and Synods, Mr. Nugent said 
that he was glad to learn that the Prime 
Minister refused to be stampeded from the 
position that he took up at Newry, and he 
congratulated him on taking a stand which, 
if he had taken it in 1922, when he proposed 
to appoint a Royal Commission to inquire 
fully into the liquor question prior to intro- 
ducing a bill, the disastrous effects of the 
1923 Licensing Act would not have occurred. 
He trusted that, not only would the Prime 
Minister continue to maintain this un- 
compromising attitude to the alien demand 
for local option, but that he would be equally 
as courageous when drafting his proposed 
amending bill, and thereby remedying the 
defécts and disabilities which are inherent 
in the 1923 Act.

FUTURE OF TALLAGHT 
AERODROME, 


RURAL COUNCIL'S 
SCHEME, 


A scheme to relieve the shortage of 
houses in the County Dublin is heing put 
forward by the South Dublin Rural Dis- 
trict Council. It is proposed to take over 
the vacant portion of Tallaght Camp and 
convert a number of the camp buildings 
into artisans’ dwellings. 

PLANS AND ESTIMATES. 

Yesterday a deputation, consisting of 
Councillors Joseph O'Gorman, Thomas Healy, 
P. Nugent, — Dowling, and the Council’s 
Surveyor, Mr. J. B. Byrne, B.A.L, visited 
the Housing Department of the Ministry for 
Local Government in connection with the 
proposai. 

After a discussion with the officials of the 
Ministry, it was decided that plans and 
estimates should be prepared with a view 
to determining whether an economic scheme 
of conversion of buildings would be feasible. 

The sponsy.; of the iaies propose to pro- 
vide about 40 labourers’ houses at an estimated 
cost of something in the ‘neighbourhood of 
£7,000. This figur. is a very moderate one 
when it is considered that a recent scheme, 
in which some fifty houses were built in the 
Terenure area, cost £235,000. 

About half of the area of Tallaght. Camp, 
which is covered by buildings, is now occu- 
pied by a chocolate factory, and the other 

of the camp is at present unoccupied, 
except by a small military guard. Several 
buildings in the chocolate factery portion of 
the camp hav already been converted into 
dwel'ingheuses for the employés of the 
factory. 

lallaght Camp is ideally situated. for a 
housing scheme of the kind, and there is ample 
room around the _ different buildings for 
gardens and plots. ‘The camp was built as an 
aerodrome and flying school by the British 
Government i 1917-18 at a cost of over ha'í 
a million pounds. 


THE ROYAL SOCIETY OF 
ANTIQUARIES. 


INTERESTING KILKENNY 
RECORD. 

At the meeting of the Royal Society of 
Antiquaries of Ireland, held at 63 Merrion 
square, Dublin, yesterday, Mr. Charles 
McNeill communicated a note on the “‘ Liber 
Primus Kilkinniensis,’’ a vellum manuscript 

86 folios, which is the earliest book of 
record in possession of the Corporation of 
Kilkenny. It contains copies of the ancient 
charters, beginning with one from William 
Marshal, Earl of Pembroke, who married 
Isabella, daughter of Strongbow and grand- 
daughter of Dermot MacMurrough. 

There are also copies of Edward III. 
Statutes of Laboures, 1349 and 1361, as sent 
from England and adopted by a Parliament 
of Kilkenny, as well as ants ó of mazy law- 
suits in which the Corporation defended their 
interests. A great part of the manuscript is 
devoted to recording the elections of the 
sovereigns and council of the town, from 
early in the fourteenth down to the middle 
of the sixteenth century, together with ad- 
missions of freemen and regulations for the 
administration of the town, its trade and 
industry. 

The paper was referred to the Council for 
publication. 

During the discussion it was pointed out 
that the document was a much older one 
than the records of Dublin. It went back 
to the thirteenth century, whereas the regu- 
lar account of the municipality of Dublin 
did not go further back than the fifteenth 
century, 

The Chairman (Professor R. A. Macalister) 

sidered that the text of the whole docu- 

nt should be published, and mentioned

reill In 1720, for instance, it was 
agreed to give 2s. per week to a certain 
Alderman, who had undertaken to look after 
a man who was a public nuisance.

Professor Macalister described this 
as very interesting, because of its preserva- 
tion and Celtic ornamentation. It was gene- 
rally believed to be a leather water bottle, 
dating back to the times of the Crusades. 

Another exhibit was a Wedgwood pottery 
jug, with an inscription dealing with the 
Rangers, and the figures of Irish Volunteers 
in uniform. This is believed to date back 
to 1770, when the Kilkenny Volunteers were 
known as the Rangers. 

Both exhibits will be on view at the 
National Museum. 

The auditor’s report showed that there was 
a balance in hands of £8 12s.

LATE MR. H. $. CRAWFORD. 

The Chairman said that he had to deplore 
the loss which the society had sustained by 
the death of Mr. H. 8S.

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THE SPIRIT OF ST. 
DUNSTAN’S. 


LECTURE BY BLIND SOLDIER. 


Mr. Young, a blind and one-armed soldier 
of th: Black Watch, gave an entertaining 
lecture last night on St. Dunstan’s Hospital 
for the Blind, at the Y.M.C.A., Kingstown. 

Mr. Young gave an account of life and 
work in St. . Dunstan’s, as experienced iy 
men blinded in the war, and showed nov, 
despite their disability, they made se.f sup- 
porting, independent, ,and contented citizens, 
of real use to the country for which they 
fought and suffered. 

aving dealt with their training, Mr. 
Young described their leisure hours. He said 
that ‘these blind mea enjoyed many forms of 
sport. They went in for swimming and 
diving, and dancing, ran races, and played a 
kind of football. They had a regatta on the 
Thames at Putney, and their annual walk 
of 52 miles from London to Brighton. 

He said that they had had 700 cases of 
men who had become blind long after the 
war, and there would be more, though it 
was difficult to estimate how many. These 
men were entitled-to the benefits of St. 
Dunstan's, even though the Ministry of Pen- 
sions had rejected their claims to a pension. 
St. Dunstan's did not accept the decisions 
under the Departmental rules as final, and 
always gave the men the benefit of a doubt. 
He said that he was sometimes asked would 
it not be better if St, Dunstan’s were under 
the control of the Government. He thought 
that the elastic system which obtained at 
paaee would be quite impossible if the 

ostel. became a Government department. 
There would be the usual red tape, and the 
administration which lacked. the persona] and 
human touch, Th. interference of a Govern- 
ment department would soon destroy the 
spir. of St. Dunstan's.

Imports from Great Britain during the 
month amounted to £3,011,501 and exports 
to that country £2,438,182.

FOREIGN COUNTRIES. 


GERMANY’S PURCHASES. 

Apart from Great Britain and Northern 
Ireland, our. export trade, which is most vital 
to the country’s welfare, is exceedingly small. 
The United States, for instance, from which 
last month the Free State purchased £442,722 
worth of commodities, took in return onl 
£24,355 worth, and, the Argentine, althou 
it sent us goods to the value of £1 . 
bought Irish products. worth only £692, Our 
best customer on the Continent during 
February was Germany, who took goods up to 
£86,074, and sent us $97,071 worth. 

Some of the chief imports into the Free 
State were:—Bacon, £123,847; milk, con- 
densed, etc., £09,909; wheat, £325,238; 
wheaten flour, £229,398; boots and shoes, 
£120,260. 

The larger exports were :—Cattle, £762,504; 
pigs, £178,322, an incroase of nearly £80,000 
over the corresponding month of 1926; horses, 
£510,840, an itcrease of about £120,000; 
bacon, £146,887 ; fresh pork, £127,350; eggs, 
£265,016. 

During the two months ended February 
28th, the Free State total trade with Great 
Britain was:—Imports, £5,692;073; exports, 

,940,280; and re-exports, £76,497. In the 
same riod Northern Ireland sent us 
£863, worth of goods, and took from us 
£634,015 worth. Our total imports from all 
other countries reached £2,181,608, and our 
exports only £240,181.

The Association offers to the Saorstat Eireann Ministry the hearty 
co-operation of the Electrical Contractors. They know the conditions 
and the requirements better, perhaps, than any other body of 
citizens, because it has all the time been their business. They feel 
that the extension of electricity supply under the new conditions will 
remove many of the restrictions under which they have suffered, and 
enable the Contractors’ activities to have full play. It has been. 
stated that when the Shannon Curient 1s available there will be a 
surplus of some 40,000,000 units per annum that wil] have to be sold. 
The Contractors’ co-operaffon to ensure the disposal] of this current 
should, they feel, be encouraged because such co-operation will not 
cost the State or the citizens anything. 


With this object in view, the Association would urge the adoption by 
the Dail to-day of the zmendment of Sections 47 and 48 of the Bill, 
because they are confident the purpose the promoters have in view 
can be secured without cost to the country—through the channels 
already available. 


The Electrical Industry is quite capable of meeting every demand that 
may be made upon it. 


It appears to them that the State or Municipalities should not 
maintain Showrooms and Shops for the sale of apparatus, or carry 
out installation work for private citizens in competition with citizens 
who pay taxes to the State and rates to the Municipalities. 

As to cheap wiring and apparatus, they submit that Electrical 
Contractors and Retailers, with their special organisation and exten- 
sive experience, can carry out installation work cheaper than State 
or Municipality. 


This fact has been recognised by large Municipalities elsewhere, who place 
their installation work in the hands of the Electrical Contractors—viz., 'D 
eléast, Derry, Newcastle-on-Tyne, South Shields, Glasgow, etc.

The National War Memorial. 


Yesterday, by forty votes against 
thirteen, Dail Eireann refused to refer the 
Merrion Square (Dublin) Bill to a com- 
mittee of both Houses of the Free State 
Parliament. The Bill, therefore, is dead, 
and the project of a national war 
memorial in Merrion square must be 
abandoned. We have criticised ‘this 
scheme for a single, but, as we have 
believed, a cogent reason. Treland’s 
memorial to the Irish dead of the Great 
War will fail of its purpose if it is not a 
unanimous tribute to their valour and 
sacrifice; and the Merrion square scheme 
had become a subject of controversy. In 
particular, it was disliked by large 
numbers of the surviving comrades of those 
whom it sought to honour. A further and 
not less cogent objection to the scheme 
appeared yesterday in the fact that the 
Free State Government opposed it for 
reasons which must be described as 
political. In expressing the Government’s 
views the Minister for Justice made a 
‘speech which cannot be ignored, although 
every instinct of patriotism and piety 
shrinks from comment. His Government's 
hostility to the Merrion square scheme, he 
said, was grounded in the opinion that 
the proposed war memorial, erected under 
the windows of Government Buildings, 
would mislead strangers and “ would give 
a wrong twist to the origins of this State.” 
Mr. O'Higgins then made a rapid review 
of recent history with intent to show that 
the Free State drew its birth from the deeds 
of Easter Week, 1916, and not from the 
deeds of 50,000 Irishmen in the European 
War. We shall say two things about this 
speech. The first is that, if we should be 
tempted to argue the political values of 
heroism and suffering, we should be guilty 
of Mr. O’Higgins’s own. offence. Therefore, 
we must leave—and are entirely content to 
leave—to posterity’s secure verdict the 
influence of Ireland’s war services on Eng- 
land’s gift of self-government, The other 
thing is that, as Captain Redmond and 


supporters of the war memorial—whether 
in Merrion square or in another place— 
never for half a moment have allowed the 
question of ‘‘ origins’’ to invade their 
thoughts. Their sole purpose is to ‘offer 
public and permanent testimony of the 
nation’s pride in the men who magnified 
her name throughout the world, We 
deplore Mr. O’Higgins’s speech, which will 
bring profound disappointment to thousands 
of good citizens ; but, since the Government 
holds these views, it is well that the fact 
should be known.

| Shannon Electricity Supply Bill is taken 
Lim Dáil Eireinn to-day a. verien of im- 


portant amendments will be proposed. 
The bill bristles with difficulties, and, in 
some ways, is even more controversial than 


‘the first Shannon Bill, which was fought 


step by step in its passage through the 
Oireachtas. It provides for the nationalisa- 
tion of electricity in the Free State and for 


the establishment by the Executive Council 


of a Board of Control, which will have the 
most. far-reaching and autocratic powers. 
Hí the bill becomes law im its present 
form, the new Board will be able to ex- 
propriate all the existing electrical under- 
takings in the country. When the 
Shannon scheme first took shape the idea 
was that there should be little or no in- 


terference with existing concerns.. They. 


would be supplied with electrical current 
at a cheap price; but they would ‘be 
allowed to distribute it themselves, unless 
it could be proved that their organise- 


tions were utterly inadequate.to the task.. 


The Continental experts, in the report on 
which the whole scheme is based, declared 


| that “ the larger and medium-sized towns 


will, of course, themselves arrange for 
their power distribution, and will be 
wholesale consumers from the point of 
view of the State supply.” Since this re- 
port was published, however, the Free 
State Government evidently has changed 
its mind. Under the new bill the Board 
will have power to buy out some twenty 
authorised undertakings at a more or less 
arbitrary price, and to wipe completely 
out of existence some ninety others. which 
have no statutory sanction. | 
The Government’s case seems to be that 
a State monopoly ought to mean in fact 
what it claims to mean in theory, and that 
the new Board ought to control the whole 
electrical experiment, from its beginning 
in Lough Derg to the illuminated bulb in 
the consumer’s bedroom. It is possible 
that the Board may refrain from taking 
advantage of any of the proposed powers 
of acquisition ; but, naturally enough, the 
persons who are interested. in existing 
undertakings are demanding specific 
guarantees, To that end they have pre- 
pared their amendments, by which they 
hope to change the whole complexion of 
the bill. In the first place, they suggest 
that existing undertakings shall be repre- 
sented on the Board of Control, and that 
permits to continue to supply electricity 
shall be given to all efficient concerns. In 
the next place, they propose that existing 


fundertakings may be acquired by the 


Board, if their managements desire the 
transfer, but that no undertaking shall be 
acquired against its owner's wish, unless 
after impartial inquiry it shall have been 
proved to be inefficient, A further amend- 
ment provides that no control shall be 
exercised by the Board over any ub- 
purchased undertaking. — Finally, there 
is a group of amendments dealing with the 
procedure of acquisition, arbitration, 
scales of retail charges for current, import 
duties on electrical goods, - borrowing 
powers and the like—all calculated to 
purge the bill of. that. strong taint of 
Socialism of which its critics accuse it. 
We believe that in many respects the 
present bill is a wise and far-seeing measure. 
It has been drafted with much care, and 
its constructive proposals in the main are 
excellent, The rights of private property, 
however, are—or ought to be—sacred ; and 
we fear that, in his zeal for efficiency, Mr. 
McGilligan has allowed his feet to stray 
in perilous paths. The nationalisation of 
the Shannon Scheme can be justified, but 
there can be no excuse for confiscation. 
Once that principle becomes enshrined in 
an Act of the Oiredchtas,: who can. tell 
where it will stop? 
other Government has gone quite so far. 
There is no State power scheme in most 
countries, while in countries like Sweden, 
where the State does undertake work of 
this kind, it competes freely with private 
concerns to the great benefit of the con- 
sumer, who, after all, deserves some con- 
sideration. This country cannot afford to 
play fast and loose “with the rights of 
private property. Already it has tasted 
the results of Communist propaganda. on 
the land; and its chief need at the 
moment’ is to attract, rather than to repel, 
capital, There are so many good points 
in Mr. McGilligan’s bill that we hope 
sincerely that he will not allow it to be 
ruined by its objectionable clauses. When 
the Minister for Lands and Agriculture 
was re-organising the creameries particular 
stress’ was laid on the need to give 
private enterprise “a square deal,” and 
Mr. McGilligan will be very foolish if he 
departs from his colleague’s example,

War on the Tsetse. 


Interesting experiments are being made 
in Nigeria in order to discover means for 
Nigeria, a 
land rich in minerals and potentially a 
fruitful grain and cotton growing industry, 
is among those British territories which 
are least congenial to white occupation. 
The tsetse flies largely are responsible for 
its inclemency. Game-feeding tsetse flies 
prohibit the keeping of cattle and horses, 
and the riverine variety is yet more harm- 
ful, being the carrier of the germs of 
sleeping sickness. The Lagos Correspondent 
of The Times describes three methods of 
attack upon these pests, -which the 
Government of Nigeria’: has financed. 
First, from oné well-defined: fly-focus the 
wild ungulates—on which the tsetse preys— 
have been excluded by means of a fence 
of wire. netting. The results have proved 
that at least one variety of tsetse would 
disappear. with the game; but it is not 
possible to wipe out the whole game of 
the country, and in any case other 
varieties of tsetse would escape because 
they feed on reptiles. The second line of 
inquiry is in the use of grass fires late in 
the dry season. Such fires certainly 
destroy big numbers of the tsetse and the 
pupe, and they have been used with 
success in Tanganyika territory. The 
danger in which they involve nomadic 
travellers, however, forbids the use of 
grass fires on a scale large enough to be 
effective. The third method of control which 
is being investigated is that of clearances 
of forest. Here vested interests are con- 
cerned, and it is possible only to ‘est. on 
a small scale the ultimate results of large 
scale clearance and settlement. Consider- 
able success has followed an experiment 
in forming “forest canopies” by the 
slashing away of fringing bush along the 
rivers, whereby the favourite resort of the 
riverine tsetse is destroyed.

It is understood that the situation at 
Shanghai is much quieter, and there are 
indications that things are settling down 
for a time. It is impossible to say how 


long this break will continue, since the. 


p sence of so many thousands of Chinese 
soldiery, inflamed by Communist pro 
paganda, must be a perpetual menace to 
peace conditions. Hankow is being 
gradually deserted by the foreigners, since 
they no longer can place confidence in the 
protestations of Mr. Eugene Chen, though 
they believe that he is inclined to modera- 
tion. Events in Hankow, it is maintained, 
have passed from his direction into the 
hands of the Russian Communists and the 
Chinese extremists generally. 


Evacuation. 

The Government takes a grave view of 
the situation in the towns and cities on 
the River Yangtse, and I learnt to-day 
that it is intended to evacuate all the 
British nationals at Changsha, Chungkin, 
and Ichang. The women and children 
already have been removed, and the men 
are to follow. Im all of these places, it 
is said, the men have been collected 
in places on the river front during the 

t few days in order to secure their 
safety. All women and children have 


been evacuated from Wuhu, where the 


situation is uncertain. Evacuation in all 
cases will be rendered less difficult owing 
to a rise in the waters of the Yangtse. 


Chinese Securities. 

When the news came to hand that 
Shanghai had fallen to the Cantonese the 
effect on the London Stock Exchange was 
a slight rise in the price of Chinese 
securities, on the argument that the 
taking of the city marked a definite de- 
velopment, as compared with previous 
uncertainty. The developments of the last 
few days have caused a drop in quota- 
tions, however, and there are now few 
investors willing to buy Chinese bonds. 
The disturbances in China have meant a 
loss or depreciation in vslue to British 
interests of millions. In the official list 
of the Stock Exchange there is a total of 
about £45,000,000 bonds outstanding, and, 
taking last year’s highest price for the 
1896 bonds, the senior issue, there is a 
drop in value from 943 to 77, while the 
1898 bonds have fallen 20 points. Falls of 
a similar character are recorded in others, 
and the total shrinkage in value amounts 
to something like £9,000,000. It is feared 
that this loss will be increased still 
further. i 


The Betting Tax. á 


Mr. Churchill received a deputation 
from the Turf Guardian Society and the 
Bets Reform Association at the Treasury 
to-day to discuss the betting tax and pro- 
posed modifications. I understand, how- 
ever, that Mr. Churchill showed no 
inclination to make modifications in the 
tax, and insists upon its receiving a fair 
trial for a complete year. His speech was 
long and carefully reasoned, and had a 
marked effect upon the members of the 
deputation, who claimed that the tax was 
destroying legitimate business and driving 
betting underground. 


A Daty on Furs. 


According to the latest Budget rumour, 
Mr. Churchill is considering the possi- 
bility of placing a duty on furs, on the 
same lines as the silk duty. A consider- 
able trade is now carried on in rare skins 
at prices showing a great advance even 
upon those ruling last year; for at the 
recently concluded spring auction sales 
furs to the value of over £2,000,000 
changed hands, and prices for some de- 
scriptions showed an advance of 35 per cent, 
above those obtained at the autumn 
auctions. ! 


The Liberal Revival. 


The Liberal victory in North Southwark, 
the first since the general election, was 
hailed with positive rapture by the small 
band of Liberals in the House of 
Commons, and the greatest elation was 
displayed in the Lobby this afternoon by 
those discussing the contest and its result. 
“The flowing tide’’ was, of course, much 
quoted, while it was prophesied that 
Liberalism will see a great revival in the 
immediate future. Mr. Lloyd Georges 
resumption of the leadership is now re- 
garded as the turning point'in the fortunes 
of the party, though several members of 
it are inclined to award the palm to Sit 
Herbert Samuel. Mr .E. A. Strauss 1s 
to take his seat in the House of Commons 
to-morrow, when every Liberal member Ís 
expected to put in an appearance. 


A Socialist Reverse. 


Socialists were not particularly anxious 
to discuss the result, inasmuch as they 
had made certain in their own minds that 
the seat was theirs. The Labour Party 
did its utmost to help the Socialist, but 
China seems to have been a dead weight 
on his chances; for it is impossible to 
pretend that the Liberal and the Con 
stitutionalist were not united on the 
wisdom of the Government in taking steps 
to protect our nationals at Shanghai. The 
position of Dr. Haden Guest does not give 
rise to much surprise; for it was certain 
from the beginning that he would not 
carry many of the Labour votes apart from 
his own immediate following; but it was 
thought that he might receive support from 
the other parties. The Conservatives, as 
a rule, did not vote for him, and it seems 
that a number of their votes must have 
been given to the Liberal. I mentioned 
last night that a voter said that he would 
not support a Socialist, and it seems that 
his example must have been followed by 
others. 


Fature Developments. 


It will be interesting should the revival 
in Liberalism continue; for, if it does, 
some curious developments are possib'< 
If the Liberal Party should be successiu! 
in securing a considerable number of 
adherents in the House of Commons, It 
iwill inevitably become a centre party, 
and occupy much the same position as |' 
did in the late Parliament. It may be !" 
the position of not being able to take office 
itself, while holding the two other parties 
at its mercy. Conservatives to-day were 
expressing satisfaction that there is 3 
possibility of the Liberal Party’s return- 
ing, since it is constitutional in essence, 
while the Socialists certainly are not.

SHANGHAI, Tuesday Midnight. 

foreign Chinese population is 
increasingly restive over the 
deadlock and the continuance of the 
armed status. Virtually all business, 
except dealings in necessities and mili- 
tary supplies, is at a stand-still. 

The Nationalist armed forces are begin- 
ning retaliatory measures against the 
foreign barricades by searching all 
foreigners entering Chinese territories. 


BRITISH THREATENED. 

The Nationalist authorities to-day both 
at Wuhu and Changsha threatened the 
British authorities with the withdrawal 
of extra-territoria] rights in connection 
with certain shipping incidents. 

In the Wuhu case the Nationalists 
charge the British with refusing to pay an 
indemnity for the drowning of thirty-five 
Cantonese soldiers in a junk, which 
collided with a British river steamer. 
The Nationalists threaten that, unless the 
British authorities pay an indemnity of 
five thousand dollars for each soldier 
drowned, the Chinese will take action. 

In Changsha, for the incident resulting 
from the clash between the Chinese and a 
landing party from the gunboat Wood- 
cock. the Chinese demand immediately the 
withdrawal of British gunboats ; otherwise 
the Chinese will withdraw extra-territorial 
rights. The British authorities are 
evacuating all nationals from Changsha. 


GENERAL OVER-RIDDEN. 

This afternoon the Nationalists held 
the inaugural ceremony of the local muni- 
cipal government, and, according to a 
report in the vernacular Press, General 
Chiang Kai-shek attended and urged that 
action be postponed owing to the present 
tense situation. 

The political officials, however, proceeded 
with the ceremony, overriding General 
Chiang Kai-shek's advice. 

Lieutenant Araki, a Japanese naval 
officer,. attempted suicide this mort.ing 
aboard the Japanese cruiser Fone as a 
protest against the Japanese Government's 
failure to take strong action at Nanking.

“I am surprised to find how many high 
authorities there are who a year ago were 
opposed to it, and are now urging strongly 
that it should be adopted. Of course, it 
would require an alteration of the betting 
laws, and that is not a subject which could 
be dealt with in a finance bill. 


READY MONEY BETTING. 

“ Again, there is the question of ready 
money betting through the post. It seems 
to me, I must admit, illogical that a man 
may send a telegram making a bet to a 
credit bookmaker, or may send a cheque 
paying a bet after he has lost it, but may 
not send a P.©. order or half-a-crown with 
the wager. That, again, is a matter which 
could not be included in the finance bill. 

“ Last year I made no change whatever 
in the betting laws, and I could not in the 
finance bill of the present year make any 
change in the legal limits of betting.” 


BLOODSTOCK SALES HIGHER. 

“It is clear to us that the tax has not 
seriously injured racing; for the sales in 
the autumn of bloodstock realised the 
highest records that have ever been known. 
There is no doubt that the Jockey Club 
statistics show a considerable decline in 
attendances, but there are several causes 
which have led to that. 

“No doubt, the betting tax is one of

It is announced that M. Moreau, the 
Governor of the Banque de France, will pay 
another visit to Mr. tag . Norman, the 
Governor of the Bank of England, in the 
course of the next week, These interviews 
have excited a great deal of: interest and 
speculation in Paris. There is a complete 
lack of official information on. the subject, 
but it is asserted that on the occasion of his 
last visit M. Moreau proposed that the 
Banque. de France should -repay almost im- 
mediately what remains of its debt to the 
Bank. of England, and obtain in return the 
gold deposited in London as security. This 


sum of £55,000,000, and the deposit of 
gold was at the same time reduced 
to £18,550,615, By. the terms of this 
agreement the debt was to be paid 
off by .yearly instalments varying from 
£5,000;000 to £15,000,000, and the gold to be 
refunded progressively, beginning from May 
ól, 1928. Since 1923 the yearly payments of 
the Banque de France have reduced the debt 
to £35,000,000 sterling, bu: the repatriation 
of the gold is not due te start until next 
year. 2 

If the current reports are to be credited, 
the Banque de France, which has been able 
to purch. > large supplies of foreign currency 
during the last six months, now proposes to 
pay off the whol of the remaining debt at 
once. The transaction interests the French 
public chiefly on account of its bearing on 
the French monetary problem. It is believed 
that M. Poincaré is now devoting himself 
to consolidating France’s financial position in 
every possible way, with a view to stabilising 
the franc. The new convention signed 
recently between the Government and the 
Banque «> France for the gradual amortisa- 
tion of the Russian Government’s account 
witl. the Bank is evidence of this intention. 
The repayment of the Banque de France’s 
debt to the Bank of England would be 
regarded as. another step of the same sort 
towards :tahilisation.

TENDENCIES AND THEIR 


SIGNIFICANCE. 


In the course of a leading article upon the 
results of the two recent by-elections at 
Leith and North Southwark, Ae Times 
observes Though the Government and the 
Conservative Party were but little involved 
in these contests, and are not. weakened in 
Parliament by the results, they may profit- 
ably discern certain tendencies in them which 
profoundly affect themselves. It is an obvious 
commonplace in these days to say that they 
are rapidly losing ground in the constituen- 
cies. 

All Governments, and especially a Govern- 
ment with an overwhelming majority, be 
come less popular after a period of office. 
The present aa have been afflicted 
with every conceivable misfortune—of.-pro- 
longed depression in trade, unprecedented in- 
dustrial upheavals, arid an anxious. and 
critical situation abroad. None of these mis- 
fortunes can be attributed directly: to their 
own conduct of affairs, and. their aig 
policy, in particular, has been most signally 
vindicated by events. The combimation of 
strength with sympathy, of initiative in 
negotiation with the determination to protect 
British lives and interests abroad, was never 
an easy réle to play. It has been played in 
China to the satisfaction of Englishmen of 
every shade of opinion. and to the emulation 
of the whole world. 

To some extent, though not to the extent 
which it deserves, that policy has lately im- 
peeves the position of the Government, but. 
sroadly speaking, their prestige has declined 
in the country to an extent which was almost 
inconceivable last May.

memorial in Merrion square. It was 
questionable, as had been said in the 
other House, whether it was wise or 
proper to proceed with the project in 
the absence of unanimity among those 
who subseribed the fund.

That project, however, fell through: the 
Treaty and its consequences rendered that 
project unattainable. He believed that 
the considerations he had mentioned 
ought to be sufficient to prevent the Dail 
from passing the bill. 


“A WRONG TWIST.” 


“I believe,”’ said the Minister, “that 
to devote Merrion square to this purpose 
would be to give a wrong twist, as it were, 
a wrong suggestion, to the origins of this 
State. It would be a falsehood by sup- 
pression of the truth and by the sugges- 
tion of something that was contrary to 
the truth. . T want deputies to consider 
what the effect would be on the minds of 
strangers coming into this city, visiting 
this capital, if we had a square of this 
kind confronting the seat of the Govern- 
ment of the State. 

“T say that any intelligent visitor not 
particularly versed in the history of the 
country would be entitled to conclude 
that the origins of this State were con- 
nected with that park and its memorial 
and the lives that were lost in the great 
war in France, Belgium and Gallipolt. 
That is not the position. This State has 
other origins, and because it has other 
origins I do not wish to see it suggested 
in stone or otherwise that it has that 
origin. 

“I want it: to be understood that I 
speak in no spirit of hostility to ex-Service 
men qua ex-Service men. Two members of 
my family served throughout that war—

IRISH CATTLE TRADE. 


—— 


TOO MANY FEMALES SHIPPED. 

“Mr. William McCarter, at a meeting of 
the Derry Rctary Club recently, had the 
hardyhood to attack the cattle-breeding 
policy of both the Free State and Northern 
Governments,’’ writes Mr. J. J. Russell, 
Priorland House, Dundalk. “' If there is one 
thing more than another that has the ap- 
roval of breeders and feeders of cattle in 
reland it is this same cattle-breeding policy 
in both ends of the country. 

‘‘ It is admitted that if we are to keep 
our proper place in the English markets our 
cattle must be at least equal in quality to 
those coming from any other country. As a 
first step, it became absolutely necessary to 
stop the production of the wretched mon- 
grels formerly met with in all our fairs, and 
now not extinct. It will soon be possible for 
buyers to be sure that, at least on one side, 
store cattle will be pure bred. 

THE “SCRUB” BULL. 

“The speaker stated that when the 
‘scrub ’ Ns allowed to roam the fields, 
in every district, every small farmer's heifers 
and cows were in calf; that this has now 
come to an end, and, consequently, there was 
a shortage of store cattle. 

“ I ean only express surprise that even a 
member of a Chamber of Commerce should 
think the production of store cattle in this 
promiscuous fashion was desirable. It surely 
is a matter for congratulation that the 
elimination of the,‘ scrub’ bull has been so 
successful, and the shortage of young stores 
can be traced to quite another cause, viz., 
the export of too many of our breeding stock 
in 1924—when’ prices were good—and no 
pooper provision made for the future, by an 
erabargo on springing heifers and cows, 
which remedy will scobiahite have to be re- 
scrted to before we get back to our normal 
cutput. 

“Mr. McCarter complains that in ‘some 
districts 50 per cent. of the cows fail to 
fructify. This defect is allied to abortion, 
and calls for the services of a veterinary sur- 
geon, who will innoculate for it, and be 
successful in 99 cases out of 100, and render 
the animal immune from abortion as well. 

THE FUTURE. 

“ In his opening remarks, Mr. McCarter 
admitted that we have one of the best cattle- 
producing countries in the world, and, in his 
summing up, he complains that high-class 
cattle cannot stand the vagaries of our 
climate or the hardships of smal] mountain 
farms. No doubt, we have too much rain, 
but there is no country in the world that 
suffers less from extremes of heat and cold; 
and, as for mountain farms, the Department 
of Agriculture caters for them by encouraging 
our native breed of Kerry Cattle and the 
Aberdeen Angus, the one good for milk and 
butter, the other for stores and beef; and no 
hardier breeds exist. 

“The whole fature of the cattle trade rests 
with the farmers themselves. Everything 
pees is being done to help them.

In the Northern House of Commons yes. 
terday, 

Mr. Joseph Devlin, on a point of order, 
raised the question of the position of the 
House in regard to reserved services. He 
was somewhat surprised, he said, at the 
rulings from the Chair restricting the 
rights of members to discuss certain 
matters, including Customs, Excise, Land 
Purchase, the Post Office, and the 
Soldiers’ and Sailors’ Land Trust 


Administration. 

They were ruled out of order repeatedly, 
he said, when discussing these questions. 
There was no analogy between the House 
and other Parliaments in what was called the 
British Commonwealth of Nations. Another 
Parliament imposed their taxation; another 
Parliament collected their taxation and ad- 
ministered their Post Office, Land Purchase 
and other matters. If the Northern Parlia- 
ment was to be respected, it must respect 
itself. 

To tell us, he said, that we can come here, 
and we are not permitted to discuss the 
things which so vitally affect us, and not 
permitted to question the administration of 
ublic services which are our own, 18, in my 
udgment, placing this Parliament in a most 
bositiating position. 

The Prime Minister, on a point of order, 
stated that Mr. Devlin was wrong in stating 
that every other Parliament in the Empire 
was empowered to conduct its own affairs. 
He cited the cases of Canada and Australia, 
in which there were subordinate Parliaments, 
from which certain services were reserved by 
the Central Government in each country. 

Mr. Kyle said that they should have the 
right to discuss all matters of taxation in 
that House. 

The Speaker said that the powers of the 
House were laid down in the Act of 1920. 
Under that Act they had no power to make 
laws in connection with the reserved services. 
They had direct representation at West- 
minster to deal with those services. 

Mr. Devlin asked if the British Parliament 
had the right to legislate for Northern Ireland 
in matters outside the reserved services. 

The Speaker replied that in theory the 
British Déiheamain had that right, but it 
was only a constitutional fiction, The Parlia- 
ment at Westminster was supreme over all 
the Parliaments of the Empire, but it was 
not likely to legislate in matters allocated to 
subordinate Parlleamete unless by agreement. 


UNEMPLOYMENT BENEFIT. 


THE CASE OF THE FREE STATE. 

On the second reading of the Consolidated 
Fund Bill, Mr. Kyle again raised the ques- 
tion of a reciprocal arrangement with the 
Free State on the question of unemployment 
insurance benefit. At present, he said, a 
worker who was employed in the Six Counties 
was not entitled to unemployment benefit in 
the event of losing his employment if he lived 
in the Free State. This was due to faulty 
draughtsmanship on the part of both the 
Northern Ireland and Free State Parliaments. 
No difficulties existed that could not easily 
be overcome. It was just a question of ad- 
ministration. He understood that the Free 
State Minister for Industry and Commerce 
stated that he had submitted a scheme to the 
Northern Minister of Labour. That scheme 
should be made public, so that they could see 
whether it was a feasible one or not. This 
problem had existed for over two years, but 
nothing had yet been done. 

He contended that when the Northern 
Government guaranteed loans for the building 
of ships .sub-contracts in connection with 
those ships should not be given to firms in 
Great Britain or other countries. He also 
suggested that there should be some arrange- 
ment to assist traders in regard to the 
Customs at the Border. 

Mr. William Grant (Labour Unionist) said 
that he thought that the energies of trade 
unionists should be directed towards bringing 
SEAN on the Free State Government to 

ring the benefits and contributions to the 
unemployed fund into line with those in 
Northern Ireland. With regard to the work 
on vessels building in Belfast, he was in- 
formed that a large amount of interior work 
on these nine vessels was done on the other 
side of the Channel, and he thought that that 
was hardly fair to Northern Ireland, or to 
their Government, which was responsible for 
this loan guarantee. 


THE FREE STATE’S RESPONSIBILITY. 

The Minister of Labour said that he would 
gladly have uniformity in regard to social 
services, not only with the Irish Free State, 
but throughout the British Empire. The 
Free State Government, acting, he admitted, 
within their right, decided to depart from 
British standards, and he (Mr. Andrews), 
with the intention of being helpful, warned 
the Free State Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce of the time of the effect of his depart- 
ing from British standards, and, therefore, 
the Free State Government must accept the 
responsibility for their own action. It was 
not reasonable’to endeavour to shift the 
responsibility either to him or the Northern 
Government, as a whole. He felt it to be a 
matter of outstanding importance that they 
should keep in step with Great Britain on 
these social matters. 

With regard to his discussions with the 


Free State Minister on this subject, three 


schemes were considered by the officials of 
both Departments. Two of these, they 
agreed, were unthinkable, and one they 
thought might be considered. One of 
the reasons why he immediately came to the 
conclusion that it also was unthinkable, was 
that it involved them in se te stamps from 
those in use in Great Britain. If‘ the Free 
State Government had accepted the responsi- 
bility of separating the Free State from Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland, they created 
the difficulty; but if the Free State could 
submit to him, for the consideration of the 
Northern Government, a reasonable scheme 
that was fair to our people, he was prepared 
to give it sympathetic consideration. But it 
must be founded on the principle that not by 
one iota would it separate them from Great 
Britain, and, in the second place, it must be 
absolutely fair to the workers and employers 
of Northern Ireland, and, thirdly, it must not 
create an inducement to workers in the Froe 
State to come into Northern Ireland and 
flood their labour market, with disadvantage 
to their workers. 

With regard to the guarantee of loans for 
pee he Bey the Northern Government only 
guaranteed loans to work actually carried out 
in Belfast.

BELFAST’S DEATH RATE. 

In reply to Mr, Kyle, the Minister of Home 
Affairs said that the death rate in Belfast for 
1926 was 15.2 per 1,000, in 1925 it was 14 and 
in 1924 14.3. No general inference could be 
drawn from one year’s figures, but on exami- 
nation he was satisfied that the death rate 
showed a slight tendency to decline. He was 
aware that they had a higher rate of in- 
fantile mortality than in England or the Free 
State, but it was substantially lower than in 
Scotland. In this case also there was a 
marked tendency towards improvement. He 
also indicated that he intended at an early 
date to introduce a measure to improve their 
milk supply.

MAILS THROUGH HOLYHEAD. 

In the Northern Senate yesterday, the Right 
Hon. Samuel Cunningham asked Lord Charle- 
mont if he could state if letters addressed to 
the six counties carried via Kingstuwn would 
be sorted on the train between Dublin and 
Relfast as formerly, and if the work would 
be done by the Irish Free State or by the 
English officials. He stated that twenty 
sorters were formerly employed on this work, 
and if the practice was not resumed, the de- 
livery of letters would not be any earlier 
than when carried by the Stranraer route. 
It was also important to know if the sorting 
would be done by English or Free State 
sorters. 

Lord Charlemont stated that the Minister 
of Commerce was still awaiting particulars 
from the Post Office in London of the arrange- 
ments to be made in connection we:h the pro- 
posed route. He understood, however, that 
the correspondence wenld not be sorted be- 
tween Dublin and Belfast, but would be con- 
veyed in sealed bags over that portion of the 
journe 

Sir William Coates said that iif the mails 
were not sorted on the train, very little help 
would be given in earlier deliveries. He was 
glad that the Government had reverted to 
the Holyhead route, even if it was only a 
temporary expedient. Delays had caused in- 
calculable losses.

TRANSIT OF FARM 
PRODUCE.

LESS CARRIED BY RAIL. 


The dislocation of traffic caused by the 
general strike in May, 1926, and the subse- 
quent difficulties in transport caused by the 
shortage of coal supplies adversely affected 
the quantities of farm produce carried by 
rail in Great Britain last year. The issue of 
the Ministry of Transport Railway Statistics 
for December makes it possible to publish 
the preliminary figures of the quantities of 
the principal agricultural products carried by 
rail in Britain last year. These figures, to- 
gether. with comparable statistics for 1925 
and 1924 are as follows :—

The figures of milk carried by Trail show 
that in every month of 1926 the quantities put 
on rail were lower than in the corresponding 
month of 1925. From Ist January to 30th 
April, 1926, before the strike ey © geo the 
quantity of milk carried was 
gallons, or 2} million gallons less than in 
the first four months of 1925, whilst in each 
month from September to December, 1926, 
the quantity carried was between 20 and 21 
million gallons against 22 to 23 million 
gallons in the corresponding months of 1926. 

The average co”. of transport per gallon of 
milk was about 1.45d., or rather more than 
in 1€95. The average rates varied from 1.42d. 
per gallon in April and June to 1.49d. in 
October. The monthly average rates for 
cereals varied from 9s. 8d. to 10s. 5d. per ton 
in the case of wheat, 9s. ód. to Ils. 5d. for 
barley, 10s. 2d. to 12s. Sd. for oats, and 
lls. to 11s. 10d. for other grain. 

Flour, bran and grain offals were carried 
at ratgs averaging from 11s, 5d. to lls. 9d. 
in different months, oilcakes 13s. 7d. to 
14s. 4d., and potatoes from 13s. 11d. to 21s. 
5d. per ton. In the case of potatoes, the wide 
divergence in rates is due to the fact that 
greater distances are traversed when new 
potatoes from the Channel Islands and Corn- 
wall are being marketed in May and June.

An exhaustive report on the agri-uiseral 
output of Kugland aud Wales jor i825 statcs 
that as guinpared with pre-war days there 
was in 1925 a smaller area of atable.and anc 
a smalicr production of the principal fer 
whether for sale or for lee¢ing to 
live stock, while the aggregate production vi 
meat was also less. Ou the other hand, the 
oviput of milk and dairy products was 
greater, while the cuitivation ot horticultural! 
crops generally has also extended. 


PRODUCTION AND POPULATION. 

Thus where the British producer is able to 
take advantage of his nearness to markets, as 
ip ‘the case of milk, poultry, eggs, truit aud 
vegetables, there has been an .extension in 
pruduction, and the grower has in spite of 
mcreascd imports, at least beld his own, 
though in some of these commodities the in. 
crease in production has not been propor- 
tionate to the increase iu population. 

On the ether hanJ, where the grower is 
more exposed to world competition, as in the 
case of larm crups and meat, the tendency 15 
rather in the direction of methods which 
result in a reduction ef output. Whether this 
smaller output of meat iu recent yeats wil! 
prove @ permanent feature is uncertain The 
continuous, tnough not very rapid, decline in 
arable cultivation is, perhaps, a reflection, on 
the one hand, of the extension of dairy farm- 
ing, and, on the other, of the less remuneta- 
tive character of corn-growing. 


SALES OFF FARMS. 

Inquiries made in connection with the pro- 
duce sold off farms and other holdings in 
1925 show that about 55 per cent., or 
£79,000,000, of the total is accounted for by 
the sale of live stock. Second place is taken 
hy milk and dairy produce, which, with an 
estimated selling value of £57,600,000, ac- 
counts for 26 per cent. of the whole. Addin 
poultry and eggs (£15,000,000) and woo 
(£5,000,000), we get an aggregate value of 
£155,000,000 for live stock and live stock 
products, or nearly 69 per cent. of the total 
output of the agricultural mdustry. 

Among farm crops the sale‘of corn is the 
largest source of revenue, the aggregate value 
of this group being 294,000,000. Of this, 
wheat accounts for £12,070,000 and barley for 


£7,380,000. 
CORN CROPS. 

In view of the importance usually attached 
to corn crops as an item of iarm economy, it 
is remarkable that, apart from their use as 
a stock food, their value is only slightly over 
10 per cent. of the total of agricultural pro- 
ducts. Next to corn the most important item 
of this group is potatoes, with a sale value 
of £11,850,000.

The use 
of steam engines, already declining before 
tho war, has fallen of considerably since 
1913, while gas engines, which increased be- 
tween 1908 and 1913, appear to have declined 
slightly since. Electric power has made some 
progress, although not yet used extensively; 
while wind and water power have developed.

‘other engines ” includes some of this class. 

The most important change, however, is 
ia regard to petrol or oil engines, which 
increased from 6,911 in 1908, to 56,744 in 
1925.

There was a most elaborate system of 
drainage, which required a good deal of at- 
tention. Every year, for the last ten years, 
he realised over £12,000 by the sale of cattle
